FRENCH PEOPLE LOOK WITH 
APPREHENSION TO 
STRIKE 


222-224 PEARL STREET. 


Paris, April 25.—The gravity of the 
strike movement throughout the coun­ 
try, which assum ed alarm ing propor­ 
tions last week during th** height of 
the excitem ent 
caused by the 
San 
Francisco disaster, has grown less mo­ 
m entarily, but the people have been 
wrought up to a sta te of apprehension 
concerning tile im m inence of a crisis 
May I, when all tile ranks of labor 
will make a gigantic eight-hour dem on­ 
stration. 
W hether this will be accom­ 
panied by violence and bloodshed is 
only conjectural, lint the people are in­ 
tensely alarm ed and the authorities are 
adopting extrem e m ilitary and police 
precautions. 
M ilitary Forces C o n cen tratin g . 
The garrison a t Paris is being rap­ 
idly strengthened, and it is expected 
th at 150.000 
troops will be available 
here May I. 
In the m ining regions 
there is another cam p in which aa 
arm y corps is ready for eventualities, 
and sim ilar precautions are being tak ­ 
en a t other centers. The labor organ­ 
izations do not conceal Un* fact th at it 
is their intention to m ake a suprem e 
effort- 
These bodies are partly com­ 
post d of anarchists and revolutionists, 
who counsel violence: but th e responsi­ 
ble leaders insist that th e m ovem ent 
has a pacific 
pbjeet. sim ilar to the 
eight-hour dem onstrations in the Unit­ 
ed State#.

W hat I# P ro b ab ly F eared . 
Nevertheless it is feared 
th at tho 
lawless elem ent m ay get th e 
upper 
hand, and this inspires the public w ith 
a feeling of terror bordering on pan­ 
ic. 
Some of the new spapers freely as­ 
sert that the mo vein ant is the prelude 
of a revolution iii which th** proletariat 
intends to to overthrow the existing 
regime. The alarm ist rum or# add to tbe 
real danger of the situation. 
Some of 
tjie reports picture the business 
aud 
residential parts of Paris a s about to 
lie sacked, the streets barricaded and, 
In brief, a v eritab le. renew al of the 


commune. 
This bas lunl the effect of 
greatly alarm ing the mort* nervous of 
tin* people, some of whom are sending 
their valuables abroad and are prepar­ 
ing their re s id e n ts to resist attacks.

A complete suspension 
of operations throughout the building, 
food, industrial, commercial and other 
branches is probable. Fears are enter­ 
tained th at the gas and electric and 
other utilities on which the public is 
dependent will be affected. 
One of the chief difficulties is the 
fact th at the approach of the elec­ 
tions makes the political elem ents hesi­ 
tate to offend labor by the th reat of 
severe repression. 
However, the early 
temporizing with the disorderly miners 
iii the Pns-de-Calais district has been 
iiuccm led by vigorous m easures, the 
m assing of troops and the arresting of 
disorderly persons. 
M. < ’ hun en (•('ail. who as m inister of 
the interior bears tin* brunt of respon­ 
sibility, first sought to avoid interven­ 
tion by tin* m ilitary, but now is ener­ 
getically gathering the civil and mili­ 
tary forces. 
When three of the chief 
agitators 
visited XI. Clomeneeau 
he 
brusquely declared that they w ere out­ 
side the breastw orks, a s ,they had fa­ 
vored violence, ajdt he therefore re­ 
fused to treat w ith them. 


M easure o f Calm in th e Coal R egions 
—May Be T rouble A head. 
Tile actual state of Ute labor situa- 
toin is as follows: 
About 40.U00 m in­ 
ers in the north are still on strike, and 
f req non t affrays take place, but the 
presence there of 25,000 
troops and 
wholesale arrests of 
the ringleaders 
have m easurably restored calin. In the 
Kame part of the country the iron and 
glass work (TS of I Hunt in afe on strike, 
but most of them have resum ed work, 
ow ing to the stern repression of toe 
authorities. 
In B rest all branches of 
labor have voted for a general strike 
sim ilar to the general strike a t Lorieut 
and at many other points. 
In Baris the striking postmen have 
resum ed work, but 4.UUO book printers, 
45.UUU employes of the jew elry trades 
and -1,000 persons employed in the pa­ 
per trades are still out. These strikes, 
however, have not been accompanied 
by violence. 
The m ilitary and police 
are extrem ely vigilant. Squads of sol­ 
diers are stationed outside and inside 
the factories whoso workm en are on 
strike, and m ounted patrols traverse 
tile streets and boulevards, giving out­ 
w ard evidence of strong m ilitary prepa­ 
ra ti (ms. 
The foregoing is m erely a precursor 
of the national labor movement to be 
inaugurated May I. when it is expect­ 
ed th at the entire proletariat w ill quit 
for a day. and perhaps for a longer 
period of time. The m asons and many 
other branches of labor have decided 
to quit from May I to May 15 w ithout 
violence. 
Em ployes of grocers, dairy­ 
men, butchers and bakers, and all pur­ 
veyors of food supplies, as w’ell as ho­ 
tel servants, ore meeting, and there is 
prom ise of a decision for a sim ilar ees-
